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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This is the third office action for serial number 10/618,131. This application 
contains claims numbered 1-18 and 20. Claims19 has been canceled. Claims 1-6 and 
10-1,8 were withdrawn. 

* 

2. Claims 7-9 and 20 are generic and allowable. Accordingly, the restriction 
requirement as to the encompassed species is hereby withdrawn and claims 10-12, 
directed to the species of Figures 7-12 are no longer withdrawn from consideration 
since all of the claims to this species depend from or otherwise include each of the 
limitations of an allowed generic claim. However, claims 1-6 and 13-18, directed to the 
species of Figures 7-12 remain withdrawn from consideration since they do not all 
depend upon or otherwise include all the limitations of an allowed generic claim as 
required by 37 CFR 1.141. 

In view of the above noted withdrawal of the restriction requirement as to the 
linked species, applicant(s) are advised that if any claim(s) depending from or including 
all the limitations of the allowable generic linking claim(s) be presented in a continuation 
or divisional application, such claims may be subject to provisional statutory and/or 
nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application. 
Once a restriction requirement is withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are no 
longer applicable. See InreZiegler, 44 F.2d 1211, 1215, 170 USPQ 129, 131-32

3. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 
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1-6 and 13-18 directed to species non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 1-6 
and 13-18 been cancelled. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
One major difference in claims 7 and 9 not found in the closest prior art of Balolia 
(US 6,095,533) and Chang (US 5,299,817)) is that Billie and/or Chang does not teach at 
least two of the movable deck pieces substantially abut when the base is in a closed 
position wherein a shoulder is positioned at each corner of the base under and in 
support of a respective deck pieces; and a quick release cam lever pivotally attached to 
the threaded fastener which is reversibly closed to secure the dowel to the tubular leg 
as recited in claims 7 and 9 respectively, in combination with other limitations as a 
whole which is not found in Balolia or Chang either singularly or in combination to 
anticipate or render obvious the above claimed limitations.
